I. Claims 1-1 5, drawn to a method monitoring a rotating synchronous electric 
machine , classified in class 322, subclass 24. 

II. Claims 16-23 drawn to a control apparatus for a rotating electric machine, 
classified in class 290, subclass 7. 

III. Claims 24 and 25, drawn to a memory medium for a computer program for 
controlling an electric machine, classified in class 702, subclass 147. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions III and 1,11 are related as product and process of use. 

The inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be 
shown: (I ) the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another 
materially different product or (III ,11) the product as claimed can be used in a materially 
different process of using that product.

In the instant case a rotating machine can be controlled by sensors and detectors 
rather than computer and also computer controlling apparatus can be used in several 
mechanical or electrical process such as navigating a plane or a crane or a robat.
